It was thought that we should try to find out what 
WAS in our pine forests and Mr. Wall said he was 
interested in this subject and was willing to collate 
any information and make it available to the Federation.

If anyone has the opportunity to spend some time in a 
pine forest note could be taken of the following points 
Where the observations were made. 

How much time spent, and time of day. 

The height of the trees. 

Special note of any 'life' noticed within 100 feet 
of the boundaries, or fire-breaks within the 
forest.
